AUSTIN—If your work is such 
that it causes excessive perspira­ 
tion. add a pinch of ordinary table 
salt to each drink of water you 
take to help prevent heat cramps. 
This is advised by Dr Geo. VV. 
Cox. State Health Officer, to pre­ 
vent a possible increase in the 
number of heat victims as the 
Texas thermometer hits 93 de­ 
grees and above. 
Laborers, mechanics, farmers 
and white collar workers whose 
work causes them to sweat pro­ 
fusely, are in danger of having 
their body salt content become 
deficient 
w i t h 
resulting heat 
cramps or heat fag. Salt is a 
prominent constituent of sweat; 
the body may lose as high as 40 
to 50 grams of salt during hot 
days.

In my luM broadcast I told you

Ani rican Constitution I describ­ 
ed for you the contention now be­ 
ing made that the President of 
the United States, with the con 
sent of the Senate, can make a 


tr e a ty which can alter anything 
in the Constitution of the United 
States can take power* from the 
Congress and give them to the* 
President, can take them from 
the states and give them to the 
federal 
government, 
and 
even 
liquidate our great Bill of Rights. 
All the President has to do is to 
enter into a treaty with England 
or France or any other country, 
making changes in our Constitu­ 
tion, and if two thirds of the Sen­ 
ate approve it this becomes the 
law' of the land, superseding the 
Constitution. 
I called attention to the fact 
that John Foster Dulles, Secre­ 
tary of State, endorses this theory 
and is opposed to a 
proposed 
amendment to the Constitution 
which will repudiate this inter­ 
pretation of our fundamental law. 
Senator Bricker of Ohio has of­ 
fered an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution and the American Bar 
Association has collaborated with 
Senator Bricker in a joint amend­ 
ment which will repudiate this in­ 
famous attempt to weaken the 
very 
fundamental 
law 
of 
the 
American government. 
Now the question arises, why 
does Mr. Dulles oppose the Brick 
cr amendment? What scheme has 
he got in mind? What plan is he 
rooking up for the United States 
in the world which he hopes to 
do by means of a treaty with 
some foreign power which will 
override the Constitution of the 
United States? Let me be clear 
I am not involving the President 
in this This seems to be an en 
terprise by John Foster Dulles, 
seconded by Herbert Brownell, 
the Attorney General of the Unit­ 
ed States. I cannot believe tho 
other members of the President's 
cabinet will support this incred­ 
ible enterprise and this opposi­ 
tion to the Bricker amendment. 
which would protect us from it. 
We ended last January the ca­ 
reer of Dean Ache son as Secre­ 
tary of State and that long and 
strange series of policies which 
seemed to run in the interest of 
Communist China and of Moscow.

Just a year J 
ago Mr. Dulles warned the Amer­ 
ican Bar Association that 
the 
President and Senate could make 
a treaty overriding the Constitu­ 
tion of the United Stales and 
could 
make 
agreements which 
would cut across the right* of the 
American people given by the 
Constitutional Bill of Rights it­ 
self. In other words, that treaty 
law supersedes the Constitution 
of the United States Put another 
way, the President, the Senate 
and the Congress cannot make a 
law in violation of the Constitu­ 
tion, but the President and the 
Senate acting with Great Britain 
can. That was in April. 1952, when 
Mr. Dulles gave that warning. 
Then in November, 1952 —only 
7 months later—the Congress of 
t h e 
Atlantic Union Committee 
met in Buffalo. The chief object 
of the Atlantic Union Committee 
is to bring the United States and I 
Great Britain, plus France and 
some 
of 
the 
smaller 
Atlantic 
countries, together into a federal 
union. The I idled States is a fed-' 
et al union—it is a union of 48 
sovereign s t a t e s. Tho Atlan­ 
tic union wishes to form a federal 
union like this composed of the 
United States, England, France, 
Canada and Belgium and a few 
smaller countries if they w ant to 
come in. In other words, it is a I 
plan to bring the United States 


and the British Empire together 
in a sovereign union 
Of course, you may say this 
sounds l i k e a 
dream —and a 
crackpot’s dream at that But do 
not delude yourselves. You would 
be amazed at the long list, cov­ 
ering pages of small print, of the 
names of leading Americans —- 
some top business men. universi­ 
ty presidents, political leaders, 
eminent lawyers and judges—who 
are members of this.

until January—but 3 days before 
Dulles sent this message, Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower had announced 
that Dulles would be Secretary 
of State. 
For a long time. this scheme 
has been a kind of faraway vis­ 
ion, but at this meeting Clarence 
K 
Streit, father of the Atlantic 
Union 
announced—and I quote 
him—“ lf the Committee acts ef­ 
fectively it may obtain results in 
a short time.”

Probable Cause 
O f Pinkeye 
Found In Cattle 
Research veterinarians in Tex­ 
as believe they may have dis­ 
covered the germ which causes 
pinkeye in cattle. 
Dr. F O. Jackson of Angleton, 
Texas, reported this week in the 
American Journal of Veterinary 
Research t h a t bacteria called 
‘ Hemophilus bovis” 
apparently 
cause the disease. 
The bacteria were found in in­ 
fected eyes of cattle in every out­ 
break of pinkeye studied, but nev­ 
er were isolated from the eyes of 
normal cattle. 
Pinkeye is a highly contagious 
cattle disease which usually flar­ 
es up during the summer months, 
when it is transmitted by the 
common housefly. Other insects 
also may be involved in trans­ 
mission 
The disease is of “ vast econo­ 
mic importance” to cattle indus­ 
try, he said, because pinkeye can 
cause permanent eyesight dam ­ 
age, reduce milk production, and 
cause unthriftiness in young cal­ 
ves.

disease can be corrected by treat* 
menu Dr. Jackson said, but re­ 
peated treatments are necessary 
to effect a cure.
